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CANADA’S MOST URGEN'I 
PROBLEM 

The most important problem that con- 
fronts Canada today is that of getting our 
idle men back at work. Not simply for the 
sake of making them work, but in order 
that there may be a circulation of money 
as wages; in other words a wide distribu- 
tion of buying power. 

If all those who normally work for a 
living, and who have not the means to live 
without work, were now employed even at 
the presently reduced rates of pay, busi- 
ness would be immeasureably better every- 
where and in all lines, taxes and mortgage 
debts would be in process of payment, rail- 
way traffic would go up and deficits down; 
the country in short would be enjoying re- 
latively prosperous conditions and in posi- 
tion to take full advantage of an up-turn 
in world conditions whenever that may 
come about. And until unemployment is 
reduced to negative proportions there is 
no hope or prospect whatever that any 
such thing as general welfare can prevail 

All this is commonplace, and admitted 
almost unanimously. Whatever one may 
think about the ‘money question” there 
cannot be any doubt in his mind that a 
freer circulation of money is needed and 
will have to be secured before there is any 
marked betterment in the times. And the 
only way in which money can be effective- 
ly circulated whem it is needed and kept 
circulating is by paying it out as wages for 
work done. 


The simplest, most direct, and most cer- 
tain way of putting money in circulation in 
times such as these is to launch a program 
of public works, national, provincial or 
municipal; or all three combined. Since the 
national authority controls credit, that is 
the source from which the funds must 
come if any such program is to be carried 
out, even if undertaken piece 1 by pro- 
vinces and municipalities, in whole or in 
part. These lesser bodies are at the end of 
their resources so far as constructive 
undertakings are concerned. 

Federal, provincial, municipal and pri- 
vate debts in Canada total more than 12 
billion dollars. At five per cent the interest 
alone on that sum amounts to 600 million 
dollars per year. That is as much money as 
the bumper wheat crop of 1928 ild have 
been worth if every exportable bushel! had 
been sold for $1 net. Obviously the Domin- 
ion is in no position to undertake a huge 
spending program with borrowed money.

Since the money to set these men at work 
can be neither borrowed nor raised by cur- 
rent taxes, the only way to get it is to 
print it. That is “inflation,” of course; a 
word which sends shudders along many a 
spine. But what is the alternative? Things 
cannot goon asthey are, from bad to 
worse, Premier Bennett gives no hint that 
he looks for an early and sudden world 
recovery that will automatically solve the 
unemployment problem for Canada 
Whether we like “inflation” or not, the 
question now is; How can it be avoided? 


Certainly it cannot be avoided unless we 
are prepared to suffer a continuance of the 
present drift until Ottawa reverses its 
trade policy, Providence intervenes direct- 
ly, or another world war breaks and sends 
us another era of prosperity based on— 
war-time “inflation.” 

While a good deal has been said in con- 
demnation of deliberate and controlled in- 
flation of the currency—some of it within 
the bounds of sense and much of it outside 
these bounds—on one point the champions 
of “classic’ economy have been silent. 
They have never yet undertaken to show 
why the Government of Canada cannot 
finance a public work by issuing bonds to 
the value of the project, selling them to 
itself, issuing new money to pay for them, 
and retiring the bonds in the usual way 
over the lifetime of the work. 

That at least would make possible the 
undertaking of a large scale public works 
program at bare cost, with no interest bills | 
to meet, give employment to thousands of | 
men who cannot find work in the usual 
way, and put money in large amounts into 
circulation without the taxpayers being 
penalized in consequence, As matters 
stand, that appears to be precisely what 
the Government of Canada will have to do, 
willy nilly, if the country is to be saved 
from long-drawn agony, ending in default 
—and followed by inevitable “inflation.”

Manners may change but human nature remains 
pretty much the same through the ages. During 
the past week I've been revelling in Arthur Wel- 
galls “Life and Times of Mare Antony,” a book 
more fascinating than a score of novels. It is an 
illuminative tompendium of the lives of a score 
of well-known historic figures and a hundred 
lesser ones 

Weigall was inspector-general of antiquities for 
the Egyptian government and is the author of 
authoritative and fascinating books on the lives of 
Cleopatra, the Pharoahs and ancient Egyptian art

So many of us without time or opportunity for 
scholarship have taken our impressions of Mare 
Antony from Shakespeare's dramatization of the 
friend of Caesar, that it comes with surprise to 
learn that he was less the subtle orator than the 
“plain, blunt man” Shakespeare made him proclaim 
himself. Of heroic stature and great personal 
bravery, about the only subtle thing he did was 
at the Feast of the Lupercal when Caesar was 
anxious to learn how far the populace would sup- 
port his ambition to be crowned king. Antony 
as Consul of Rome was Priest of Lupercus, Well 
fortified with wine he presented himself at the 
revels stark naked save for a slip of goatskin round 
his loins. As people wuispered at the Consul’s 
lack of dignity to appear naked, and contrasted 
him against the dignified Caesar, clad in triumphal 
purple and seated on a golden chair on the rostra, 
Antony seized a diadem of bay-leaves from a 
statue and tendered it to Caesar in a witty non- 
committal speech.

mucous membrane lining the nose and the uppe 
part of the throat as well as the membranes around 
the eyes. Some of the common symptoms ar¢ 
violent and exploive fits of sneezing; watering 
redness and itching of the eyes; secretion of a 
profuse watery discharge from the nose requiring 
frequent blowing; 4 sensation of congestion wit! 
fullness through the nose which may seem to stop 
up nostrils and interfere with breathing. Once in 
a while temporary deafness occurs There may be 
a dull ache through the front part of the head. The 
patient feels dull and listless 

The majority of hay fever victims are intellec- 
tual or high strung individuals. The attacks of hay 
fever usually are seasonal, occurring at definite 
periods with intervals in between when the patient 
is free from discomfort. The irritation from pollen 
or dust is usually blamed for causing this disease 
and approximately one million hay fever patient 
each year look forward with dread to the newmown 
hay, the ragweed, the golden or any of the pollens 
which precipitate an aitack There are some cases 
which do not appear at any certain season but de- 
velop after the patient has breathed dust, feathers 
face powder, etc 

Although a hay fever attack may be brought on 
by the exposure to pollen of various plants and 
exposure to many other substances, such exposure 
is not the main or underlying cause of the disorde: 
The main cause is really of constitutional origin and 
the disorder is due to the discharge ef irritating 
toxins through the mucous membranes from a 
blood stream surcharged with the products of a1 
excessive accumulation of fatty and carbohydrat 


foods. The large amount of mucus present in hay 
fever is for the purpose of diluting and reducing 
the irritation of these toxins.
